Greenhaus staggered'to his feet, smashed the-glass window of the locked 
door and crawling, through summoned the police.

said, and asked to see a cheap watch displayed in the window. When the 
jeweler returned to .the counter with the watch he looked into the muzzle 
of a-revolver.
